5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
taken either singularly or in a combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed 
features as presented in independent claims 1 and 14, for example which include an 
optical system having an optical illumination subsystem for producing an optical beam 
having a swept wavelength, an optical coupler, a measurement resonator coupled to 
one output of an optical coupler and a reference resonator coupled to another output of 
an optical coupler and a measurement detector coupled to a measurement resonator for 
measuring a measurement intensity of light and one reference detector coupled to a 
reference resonator for measuring a reference intensity of light and a processing 
subsystem coupled to an output of a measurement detector and an output of at least 
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one optical detector for interpreting variations in measured intensity in conformity witli 
variations in reference intensity. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The closest prior art 

Fritz et al (5,345,328) discloses, a tandem resonator reflectance modulator. 
McBrien (4,738,527) discloses, an apparatus and method for determining 
position with light. 

Watterson et al (6,594,022 B1) discloses, a wavelength reference device.
